TJnited States Investigators A« Con- 


vinced That Europeans Havs Encrotcli- 
,.ed and Occupies 300 Square Miles oi 


Independent Territory, But Are Rea- 


dy to Retire. 


NEW YORK, July 3.—The American 


commission which ha* .-investigated the 
affairs of the black republic, Liberia, has 
prepared a report that Great Britain 
has encroached on and occupied 300 
square miles of Liberian territory, ac- 
ing to a cablegram from Freo Town, 
Sierra Leone. Assurances -were given 
the commission by .British -. authority, 
however, that the English occupation of 
the disputed territory-would ceaae. on 
the proper diplomatic representation by 
this country.

Investigation conducted by'the com- 


mission at Monrovia, the capital ot. Li- 
beria-'and at Free Town, • the dispatch 
says,' showed that the English'- forces ;«c- 
cupying and administering Sierra Leone 
had over-stepped the border1 which-was 
surveyed in 1903 and had 'encroached,on'. 
Liberian ground, for a distance of '25 
miles from the sstablisbed border line. • 


The Liberiane submitted to the com- 


mission proof that the Briti'su forces 
had, by various means induced the Li- 
berian border officers to retire inland 
and'had then placed the original Liber- 
ian territory under the Sierra- Leone 
government. British officials appeared 
before the commission and did not dis- 
pute these assertions, but gave assur- 
ances that the English.were ready to re- 
tire as soon as the .Washington govern- 
ment passed on the matter and brought 
the case to the attention of he colonial 
office at London.

AS TO CHILD LABOR 


The regulation .of child labor vis a 


problem. 
Laws have be<jn enacted in 


nuittbers of • states, that" make an effort 
to get at the evils; but -in doing so, 
only make unnecessary, provisions that 
as a result everywhere are .acting as a 
deterrent to children. under sixteen from 
doing any labor. 
The problem is to 


separate the child'from the hard labor 
and to permit the lighter -form, and. as 
to the trades to permit children hav- 
ing secured a certain amount of educa- 
tion the right; to learn a trade. It seems 
clear enough however we 
may 
decry 


child labor, that the truest friends _ of 
the children nre.ihose that, recognizing 
the difficulties, .try to avoid and yet 
leave the child some liberty of action. 
With children reaching sixteen with no 
knowledge of work, as to manual labor, 
the chances are, they will take unkindly 
to that. This will crowd the ranks of 
labor outside .the trades and the effects 
upon communities will" be seen later on. 


New laws forbid children.from occupa- 


tions that in no sense of the word can 
harm them, but it does not forbid them 
from 
doing 
farm 
work, and in such 


cases it is easy for the law to protect 
children against unfair exactions .of em- 
ployers. Our laws now go far as to pre- 
venting children from earning any mon- 
ey, the latest being to forbid selling pa- 
pers in the streets, but this law in ap- 
plying locaaly, certainly should 
reach 


some.of the big monthlies nnd-weeklies 
that rely upon sales of very small boys 
to maintain their circulation. 
The ef- 


fect of this will be to 
deprive 
many 


needed ones of the little aid such em- 
ployment can give and our laws pleas- 
ing the professional reformers and the

fired. But as one can hardly hold re- 
sponsible a mere child, why not hold as 
responsible the owner of 
the 
loaded 


weapon? 
For while the law might not 


send to prison exactly for a fatality re- 
moved, from the rock-the-boat fiend's de- 
liberatcness, yet the law might require 
reparation to the victim m some form 
and a suitable fine-large enough 
to 


cause better 'memory next time in lay- 
ing away a weapon for the Season. 


Why not some one of our legislators 


interest himself some time, in some of 
these matters that come BO close to the 
daily lives of the people! The boat rock- 
'cr fiend .is one of .these nnd the youth or 
man who didn't know the pistol or gun 
was loaded, is another. If there are peo- 
ple who are thinking some of these al- 
le«ed accidental shooting cases are of a 
purpose, why should they be so

For the energy of future ages 
the 


United States has its enormous Water 
power, and, as the coul .diminishes, F. 
W. Ballard, addressing Ohio engineers, 
has suggested that a fuel supply may be 
developed from vegetation; The internal 
combustion is for more economical of 
fuel thari the steam engine, 8.-10ths of a, 
pint of alcohol in the fqrmer producting 
one brake horse-power hour. A bashel 
of corn yields 2.5. gallons 
of 
alcohol, 


while a bushel of white potatoes yields 
8-lOths'gallon. The corn crop for 1005 
in the United States was 2,700,000,000 
bushels, sufficient to produce 2b,000,000 
horse-power for ten hours a day through- 
out the year, which is equal to two- 
thirds of the horse-power now used in 
the entire country. The land still avail- 
able for agriculture is at least ton times 
that devoted to corn in 1905. The rais-' 
ing of yearly crops for fuel must, add 
muoh to-the importance- of the new 'fer- 
tilizers from . tho nitrogen of the air 
and it is noted that calcium uitrals, now 
•produced electrically at $20 per ton, is 
claimed to be:bettcr than sodium nitrate 
costing $48 per ton.
